Current Educational Notes

Despite the fact that diocesan official organs print the 
regulations for Lent each year, and despite the fact that 
the same regulations are explained from the pulpit, there 
are found both children and grown persons who 
have only slight and fragmentary knowledge the laws 
the Church regarding the holy season and the peniten- 
tial works that are obligation. Several periods re- 
ligious instruction early Lent ought devoted 
questions and explanations bearing fasting, abstinence 
and dispensations. Some children are found over-scrupu- 
lous about fasting, insisting doing what the 
manifestly does not want them do, while the other 
hand there are fine healthy specimens masculinity and 
femininity who claim they are too delicate undergo the 
fatigues the Lenten fast. The children must made 
understand that, while they are not bound fast, they 
are, ordinarily, not exempted from the obligation ab- 
stinence. Slightly different interpretations the Lenten 
regulations are held different diocss, that 
impossible enter here upon discussion the details; 
but for the individual teacher the duty obvious.

how much pork they were allowed. killing time 
knew the smoked product and the waste.”

Such teachers are refreshing contrast the pri- 
mary teacher Mr. Munroe tells about his “New De- 
mands book which commented last 
month. This good lady, seems, was receiving the con- 
dolence sympathizing friends the fact that her 
work implied many hardships. “Yes,’ she agreed, “the 
children are great nuisance when they come school 
first, because they ask many questions. But,” she tri- 
umphantly concluded, soon cure them!” 


Two Key Words—Wrote Father Faber Carmelite 
nun: get more and more Carmelite affec- 
tions; wish did spirit and practice. The two 
things which dear old Blosius tells seem 
exactly the description true Carmelite—placid and 
mature. Are they not two beautiful words? Placid and 
mature—I seem could never have done meditating 
them.” 

Such meditation would profitable even those 
who are neither Carmelites nor Oratorians. Indeed, 
ought prove special benefit men and women en- 
gaged teaching. What teaching really effective that 
not placid and mature? 

Vacuous, ox-eyed benignity aspect not placidity. 
Neither cold-heartedness nor indifference nor weariness 
spirit. Placidity active quality—or rather the fine 
flower many active qualities. 

Our great model placidity Jesus stilling the tem- 
pest. While the sea raged, slept the boat—on pil- 
low, St. Mark takes pains assure us. And spoke 
the winds and the waves. Let meditate the man- 
ner His speaking, and then shall understand what 
means placid. 

Maturity implies growth. There are degrees ma- 
turity there are degrees growth. The teacher who 
mature the teacher who has sense proportion, the 
teacher who knows enough life and books and pedagogy 
exercise discrimination, forbearance, generosity. Such 
teacher distinguishes between the gravity violating 
school regulation and the gravity capital sin. Such 
teacher knows that even the best children have their 
squirming periods, and why they have them. And sucha 
teacher learns keep one’s soul 

Placidity, maturity. Two splendid key words. Why 
not adopt them personal motto for month? The 
results will assuredly justify our making placidity and ma- 
turity essentials our philosophy life. 


Square and Thwackum.—Readers very remarkable 
early English novel will smile sight the names. 


Square and Thwackum were two pedagogs, one them 
ministerial gentleman (Thwackum) and the other 
philosopher (square). matter fact, both were 
philosophers, though marvelously one-sided ones; Square 
was eclectic, Thwackum sceptic. 

Square, will remembered, was very indulgent 
the foundling for whom Allworthk had chosen him 
possible preceptor. Square held human nature 
perfection all virtue—like our own President Eliot 
the bedside manner, apparently blinked the fact 
original sin—and vice was him merely deviation from 
the normal. was very encouraging sort gentle- 
man, indeed, but wee bit unreliable. 


But Thwackum was different. Thwackum most em- 
phatically did believe original sin; fact, believed 
little else. Thwackum human nature was sink 
iniquity. And was convinced that about the only way 
for grace enter the soul was the application the 
rod the body. Thwackum was advocate sparing 
the rod; and like many other Thwackums could cite 
scripture his purpose prove that God wants beat 
little children. 


Squares and Thwackums are ever with us. different 
generations they assume somewhat modified shapes, but 
essentially they are both the children ftheir fathers. 
the whole, prefer the Squares; but are not wise 
ought unless season our admiration with 
pinch two the salt practical sense and realize 
that we—yes, even this twentieth century—can read 
more than one lesson out Thwackum’s book. Not that 
corporal punishment return—Heaven forfend! 
Thwackum stood for the principle suppression, and the 
principle suppression has its place, minor place, 
every philosophy living and every system edu- 
cation that destined effective work.

The parochial school old Christianity, and 
its present form the outcome the various views 
education that have sprung the course Christian 
centuries. such fully realizes that now one neces- 
sity, now another, becomes more imperative; that accord- 
ing the circumstances the day, some one charac- 
teristic virtue more called for than another, and 
always alive the demands real up-to-date citizen- 
ship. realizes that “in every well ordered civil com- 
munity there tendency making for progress and 
tendency making for civilization. Progress external 
and instrumental element the well being civil 
community; civilization its intrinsic complement, the 
goal its perfection. Progress comprises wealth, what 
wealth can procure, material comfort, conveniences 
life and the material aids refinement. Civilization de- 
notes intellectual and moral qualities that make com- 
munity life agreeable, salutary, finished and ennobling. 
Progress calls for the commercial and industrial virtues, 
civilization demands something more. may 
for time progressive high degree and may 
possess spurious refinement, deceptive its appear- 
ance, without being highly civilized; and people may 
advanced civilization, though lacking progress. The 
measure people’s civilization their practice—not 
merely their profession—of the virtues which liberalize 
ideals and conduct; the measure their progress the 
skill anl industry with which they use their intellectual 
powers control and adapt human needs the forces 


nature. Motive Good Citizenship. 

The adequate purpose education, far re- 
gards the present life, form citizens, that say, 
men and women capable promoting progress and en- 
tiching civilization. But undoubtedly its paramount aim 
should fit youth for civilization, that say, for 
life civil community. Men may induced ob- 
serve the law from one three motives: self-interest, 
fear superior physical force, love righteousness 
And unless observance law springs from this last 
the dominant motive, may have “honored and re- 
spected citizens” who are clear sighted enough see 
that their business enterprises are more secure under the 
reign law, 
incurring the risk legal penalties; but not men pos- 
sessing the moral attributes citizenship. 

The careful student the parochial school system will 
discover that, though the system pliable and capable 
meeting passing demands, nevertheless, has even 
from the mere secular point view, undying element 
efficiency the thoroughness and strength which re- 
sults form steadfast and intelligent adherence the fun- 
damentals, taught noble band religious teachers, 
who have severed themselves from the distractions the 
world, and who their unselfishness and constant de- 
votion their calling continually use every means 
perfect themselves for that labor love which they 
have chonse their better part. 

But though the parochial school was conceived 
spirit practical religion, though capable meet- 
ing special demands, though stands for thoroughness, 
this were all that characterized the system there would 
little reason for its existence. believe that 
goes further; that gives what hold the spring

and source all that good and virtuous; that natural 
qualities alone, matter how attractive and useful, will 
not stand the test trial, but must beautiful, elevated 
and strengthened qualities. believe 
that the parochial school gives not only the fundamental 
three R’s secular knowledge, but adds fourth Re- 
ligion—A system beliefs and practices; belief 
just and loving personal God; personal Saviour; the 
reality union between God and man through prayer 
and the sacraments; the necesity external well 
internal worship, word, the duties love Cre- 
ator. believe that learning without religious dan- 
gerous, that religion with learning strengthened, forti- 
fied and enriched. believe that true character life 
dominated right principles; that religion 
nishes these principles; and that the highest citizenship 
attainable without such character. 

What are these They are clear and definite 
convictions the mind, giving expression those eter- 
nal truths what right and wrong, becoming dic- 
tates conscience and permanent standards action. 
The sum these principles forms ideal. Clearly then, 
the stronger the conviction, the stronger the principle; 
and the higher the principle the nobler the ideal. 

Character Development Makes for Good Citizenship. 

the parochial school religion and education are one. 
Secular knowledge based religious evidence, and 
religious conviction engendered the study the 
natural things around us. Corrections, admonitions, en- 
couragements are based religious motives; and the 
study nature, history, geography, the workings 
supernatural providence well the energies na- 
ture and our national heroes, are pointed out the young 
plastic minds. Religious training ever present our 
schools, even the military training ever present 
the military school; and specific religious instruction 
brought down catechetically the lowest grade and in- 
sisted upon constantly and systematically, even spe- 
cific military instruction demanded our national mili- 
tary schools. 

This religious influence and training but presen- 
tation the young mind religious facts, allowing that 
mind form its convictions; sees these convictions 
put into practice, not stated intervals, formal way, 
but constantly and naturally the religious teachers, un- 
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der whose charge happens be. These convictions oft 
renewed and strengthened more positive religious 
instruction become fixed, and thus and noblest 
ideal placed before the child; that ideal stamped 
his mind the form sound principles; the habit act- 
ing according these principles established 
that should last for the rest his life. The parochial 
school, therefore, teaches religion means attain- 
ing conviction; conviction begets principles, 
ciples beget ideal; ideal embodied set detinite 
principles dominating life constitutes the exemplary man 
character. 

Let now consider the usefulness this instrument 
for eradicating pauperism and fortifying citizenship against 
the inroads delinquency and crime. 

pauperism, suppose meant, the condition 
those who are destitute the means support, and are 
charge upon the community. The victim pauperism 
has lost the virtue hope, the highest aspiration the 
religious soul; has lost the sense reverence, the re- 
ligious recognition just Legislator; has aban- 
doned the sense responsibility, one the strongest 
demands religious truth; has lost the virtue 
charity towards others well towards himself, and 
charity practical religion. 

How conceivable that child after the course 
study which have outlined, can totally forgetful 
those early impressions which took hold his mind 
the most impressionable period his life? How can his 
soul completely stifle those practical dictates right 
and wrong, the truth which has seen thousand 
times illustrated and put into daily practice? 

But the victim pauperism face face with ex- 
treme poverty, and hence those noble characteristics 
which have been instilled him may break down 
matter-of-fact world. Bearing mind that poverty 
not pauperism, but may possibly lead pauperism, the 
school has familiarized its pupils with practical examples 
poverty raised the excellence virtue; pov- 
erty voluntarily asumed means higher perfection; 
poverty which becomes the admiration all great 
minds. has familiarized the child with the scene 
Bethlehem; with the household Nazareth; with the 
life St. Francis Assisi; and, certain sense, 
his daily intercouse with those courageous men and 
women who, religious vow, have forever given 
every right ownership any kind property; has 
taught him concrete form that poverty need not 
drawback, but can assistance loyal and self- 
sacrificing citizenship. 

How Religion Affects Delinquent. 

Delinquency general disposition not comply 
with the duties and upright citizen. 
delinquent may haughty man; religion exalts the 
humble and teaches that “the proud one shall fall.” The 
delinquent may indifferent man; religion teaches 
would thou wert hot cold.” The delinquent may 
negligent man; religion teaches “Render Caesar 
the things which are Caesar’s, and God the things that 
are God’s.” The delinquent unfailingly selfish, there 
can religion without sacrifice. 

The parochial school pupil has been taught reverence 
its widest and strictest sense; reverence for God; rev- 
erence for those authority, the representatives God; 
reverence for law, the voice God; reverence for his 
noble self, the image and likeness God; reverence for 
his fellow-men, the children God. Now clear that 
child imbued with such spirit reverence will in- 
stinctively show forth his conduct, will carry out 
into practice wherever necessary becoming civic 
life, because springs, not from the principle mere 
expediency material advantage, but from his deep- 
rooted reverence for God from whom all authority comes. 

Crime act omission which the law punishes 
the name and behalf the state, whether expressly 
forbidden statute because injurious the public 
require punishment grounds public policy. 
From what have said concerning the inculcation 
reverence, follows that this training most effectively 
safeguards our children against the commission crime. 
But were stop there you would have adequate 
notion how effectively and pointedly instills into its 
children horror crime. Consider: practically every 
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crime sin, that is, violation the natural divine 
law, violation ordinance right reason for the 
common good promulgated him who has charge 
the community. Now what does the Catholic Church 
think Let answer that question the words 
Cardinal Newman, one her most illustrious writers: 
“The Catholic Church,” says, “holds better for the 
sun and moon drop from Heaven, for the earth fail, 
and for all the many millions die starvation 
extremest agony, far temporal affiiction goes, than 
that one sould, will not say, should lost, but should 
commit one single venial sin, should tell one wilful 
truth, should steal one poor farthing without 
think the principle here enunciated the mere pre- 
amble the formal credentials the Catholic Church, 
Act Parliament might begin with ‘Whereas, 
Such preamble then gives meaning her position 
the world, and interpretation her whole course 
teaching and action.” 
Religion Instills Respect for Authority. 

But there one thing more than another 
our schools, instinctive horror sin, shrink- 
ing from anything that has its face the least shadow 
sin, “giving,” Plato puts it, distaste for sin, bya 
growth God the heart;” The child taught the 
meaning the words “Thou shalt” and “Thou shalt 
not;’ taught that quite apart from law are 
right because right, because our conscience tells 
what right, because God made not only know 
and love Him, but also serve Him, and this makes law- 
abiding citizens. 

may that this religious spirit, this keen vision and 
leaning what right, this sensitive shrinking 
what wrong, may become dimmed and weakened 
contact with the world; but may say that 
our experience that the boy girl trained our 
Catholic schools this instinct seldom wholly dies out, 
ever much may hidden from view. After long years 
and the most unlikely and irreligious environment, 
still tind the individual that the voice conscience has 
not lost its power, that still sways the wayward heart. 

Therefore, when add all the means given the 
general tenor education, this most forceful one—re- 
ligion—it our opinion that nothing more can done 
for the child turn him away from crime 
make him turn himself away from crime. For the 
ties which make for right citizenship have been impressed 
his mind negatively, effecting instinctive horror 
sin; and postively, placng before the child the best 
and noblest ideal Christ Himself, who lived our own 
nature the life should live; that ideal been 
stamped into his mind the concrete form sound 
principles; and the attempt has been made establish 
firmly him the habit acting according 
that they will naturally last for the rest his 
ife. 

The parochial school, therefore, making for character 
builds solid citizenship and surrounds with im- 
pregnable fortress religious aspirations and_ ideals 
against the evils pauperism, delinquency and crime. 


The Personal children,” says Ruskin, 
“go school, hand hand, and spell for half 
over the same page. Through all their lives never will 
they spell from the same page more. One presently 
page ahead, two pages, ten pages; and evermore, though 
each toils equally, the interval enlarges—at birth 
death infinite.”

school life. one its isues late 1911 
Weekly,” great friend earlier days the policies 
defended the Catholic Church, made this interesting 
statement: “The great cure-all for all the difficulties and 
troubles that lie ahead this country, and all other coun- 
tries, the improvement mentally, spiritually, morally, 
the people the country. The powers that must 
used secure that improvement are education and re- 
ligion. ‘Education gets ample attention, but without 
strong reinforcement religion will not bring our 
country and our civilization safely through the perils ahead 
it. mainly religion must look make men 
friends peace, respecters justice, upholders right- 
eousness. there nothing our life but grab 
and get, joys but the joys the senses, happiness 
but what based material superfluities, shall not 
last long nor far.” 

Lecturing Philadelphia late February “Some 
Grave Mistakes the Educational System,” Dr. Hall, 
president Clark University, Worcester, Mass., openly 
avowed his unqualified admission the Catholic conten- 
tion regard religion the school curriculum. The 
Doctor’s position the more worthy note because 
long since his conviction the matter seemed 
decidedly hostile religious training the schools.

sure the awakening sense, which these and 
multitude similar testimonies give 
dence, that unwise pay much attention loading 
the child’s mind with facts and purely utilitarian 
knowledge and little none building him good char- 
acter and laying solid moral foundation for sound citi- 
zenship, but encouragement those who have been 
waging persistent fight for religious instruction through 
weary years. will not base upon the awakening 
extravagant hopes for speedy and successful issue the 
long continued struggle. Nevertheless comforting 
note the growing appreciation lack the elemen- 
tary training our early specialization our higher ed- 
latter affects the culture and broadmind- 
edness the people, the former their right mindedness. 

Paternalism State Education. 

“Are not going too far paternalism?” asks some 
one writing the increasing trend towards formulating 
plans for central coordinating body under state con- 
trol have jurisdiction over all activities connection 
with the schools. The proposal its face subversive 
one the dearest natural rights parents, the right 
educate and train their own children their conscience 
dictates. seems that the promoters the scheme are 
far from being content with their actual achievements— 
lunches, baths, medical inspection and prescriptions, vis- 
iting nurses, and some instances free clothing.

CHRISTIAN DOCTRINE. 
Sr. Margaret, D., Hastings, Neb. 

That person great moral teacher who can make 
seem beautiful and worthy supreme effort. Such 
persons quicken the moral purpose and steady the wills 
all who come within the radius their influence. 
not what teachers say, more the atmospheric con- 
ditions that they induce which uplifts and renews moral 
courage. not the rules conduct which teacher 
lays down that will help her pupils, rather the ideals 
conduct which she leads them love and desire. For 
life not guided cold concepts that keep mem- 
ory, but the warm sentiments and emotions that live 
the heart. 

sympathetic, zealous teacher will find devise good 
methods and will enjoy them with discernment, dealing 
with each pupil individual soul, unlike any other that 
exists has existed. Her very presence commands at- 
tention, solicits interest, and suggests thought. She 
alive and she awakens life. Her pupils learn feel that 
good where she and they follow gladly. 

Teaching leadership. esentially the art stim- 
ulating and guiding the activity another person’s mind. 
You cannot inject moral ideas into pupil’s circulation 
the doctor hypodermically injects drugs into the blood. 
The only thing that you can lead him center 
his attention the idea you wish him get arousing 
his interest it. There the teacher’s power stops and 
the mind must the rest. The teacher guide. 
She arouses and directs the mental activities the pupils. 

How may teacher acquire this power? drinking 


strengthening draughts from the deep reservoir sym- 
pathy, zeal and courage. lacking sympathy 
never becomes leader, matter how honest, intelligent 
and well meaning she may be. She may command the re- 
spect, but she cannot win the hearts those around her, 
and they will turn from her one less worthy who knows 
the way their affection. 

The teacher Christian Doctrine has cause serve, 
the helping her pupils make life. this cause she 
must bring zeal. She must believe its dignity. She 
must throw into her work her whole soul. She must 
willing deny herself for it. Nine-tenths the failures 
life are due lack zeal the work hand. 

All the powers that teacher possesses require the 
backing courage make them effective. Zeal, sym- 
pathy, conviction right, high ideals, and knowledge are 
worth very little teacher unless she has the courage 
put them use. Many teacher knows what she 
ought but lacks the courage it. The teacher 
who brings her work sympathy, zeal and courage can- 
not other than inspiring teacher. 

Some Essentials Teaching Religion. 

St. Francis Sales says, “You may say what true 
and beautiful much you will, but you not say 
the right manner you have said nothing.” Therefore, 
teaching Christian Doctrine, due regard must paid 
the nature the child, his course development, his 
powers and his needs. This demands that the teacher, be- 
sides having knowledge the truths religion, must 
make the lesson attractive and practical. 

The secret the moral training children get 
them want right. Once make right conduct 
object desire, thing sought, and the moral 
safety the child assured. The right must made 
attractive. not mean this that the deed itself must 
attractive, but the doing must seem the child’s 
moral nature more desirable than the not doing it. boy 
dislike task Christian Doctrine, and yet may 
feel that would rather this disagreeable task than 
weakly shirk it. 

teaching Christian Doctrine, matters that are not 
special importance should omitted. The truths re- 
ligion are not presented mainly matters knowl- 
edge and learning, but rather motives impelling the 
children regulate their lives according the doctrines 
religion. Therefore, unpractical use the 
school learned expressions and technical terms they 
occur theological works. Christian life, not science, 
the chief thing Christian Doctrine. 

Such religious truths are measure the foundation 
others, and, hence, great importance awaking re- 
ligious convictions and raising the moral character, are 
dealth with very definitely. The following religious 
truths are special importance: The end man, heaven 


and hell, judgment after death, the resurrection the 


dead, the greatness God and His justice, Divine Provi- 
the Divinity Our Lord, the Catholic Church, and 
the command love our neighbor. Such truths should 
stand out like mountains the minds the children. 

Those doctrines which teach the duties children and 
warn against the sins youth ,are especially in- 
sisted: such purity, obedience, gratitude and 
kindness. These lessons exercise powerful influence 
upon the will and affections the child; they make the 
child understand that religious instruction not simply

not wait until children can read and study teach 
the Christian Doctrine. Teach them make the sign 
the cross and say the principal prayers correctly and 
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distinctly. Open their young hearts the love and rev- 
erence the Holy Child. Show them that hears their 
prayers, because ever near them. Tell them the 
great love our divine Lord, showing them the cricifix 
and the wounds His hands and feet and side. Speak 
them the Blessed Mother, who also their mother. 
Remind them the guardian angel that follows them 
everywhere. Some good pictures and stories will aid 
impressing these lessons their minds.

are not getting the most out our study agri- 
culture our work does not affect the community. 

worth something teach the pupils how test 
seed, but the knowing how is.of small value while 
are testing and recording results the farmers the 
country have planted hundred thousand acres (in 
corn districts, the average acreage per county devoted 
corn) with seed, per cent which will not grow. 

Connect your work with the homes that the yield 
grain for next year will increased because your 
efforts. 

Last spring Bankers’ Association offered send 
“germination box” any farmer who asked for one. 
Now, germination box the easiest thing the world 
make, and the one sent out was better than 
home-made one, but the offer afforded means getting 
touch with the farmer and getting him started. 


Students testing seeds for purity and germination, Dunn 
County School Agriculture, Menomonie, Wis. 


The Crop Improvement Committee the Council 
Grain Exchanges, Chicago, have plan whereby each 
boy girl works partner with some farmer the 
district. there are four pupils from one home, and 
two three other homes which send children 
school, one the brothers sisters from the more 
fortunate family assigned each the childless 
homes. The farmer asked select twelve ears 
seed corn. (Twelve ears the maximum amount re- 
quired for planting acre.) The two partners then 
work together, the farmer selecting the ears which look 
like good seed, and the boy testing the seed sprout- 
ing prove that can not successfully selected 
any other method. 

The method getting the co-operation the farmers 
immaterial the germination box; the point 
get every one the community working with you 
and get all the seeds tested before planting. 

February good month for the seed testing. 
the seed selected for planting not good, there still 
time which locate and test other. the test there 
are two things determined: 

Purity. Germination. 

the case corn, purity would question 
pure-bred, true type, and the chief concern would 
germination test. But the case clover, alfalfa, oats, 
wheat, buckwheat, and other small grains, the freedom 
from weed seeds becomes prime importance. the 
school did not gather weed seeds last autumn, the pupils 
probably will not readily recognize all the alien seeds, 
but little practice and some samples with which 
compare seeds will help them sort out the foes, 
even they cannot name all the discarded ones. 

Minnesota Agricultural Experiment Station has put 
collection seeds forty-eight the common 
weeds Minnesota. The entire exhibit can secured 
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for cents, and will assistance recognizing 
weed seeds. 

Those who not live Minnesota may find 
the collection, seeds some weeds which not 
grow our section, and may have our locality 
some weeds, the seeds which are not found this 
group. But most the more troublesome weeds are 
unfortunately found all The weed which 
giving the most trouble the farmers your sec- 
tion probably the collection mentioned. 

Test all seeds for germination, and score small grains 
for freedom from weeds. the case corn 
necessary have germination box use the 
“rag-baby” tester.

Take ear No. and select six kernels from it, 
taking two from the butt the ear, then turn the ear 
part way around and take two kernels from the middle 
the ear, turn part way around and take two kernels 
from the tip the ear. This takes kernels from all 
parts the ear and gives surer test than all 


kernels were taken from one part the ear.

the same way, take six kernels from ear No. 
and place square No. from ear No. and place 
square No. and until the sections are filled. 
The tips all kernels should point one direction, 
preferably down. 

Fold over about three inches the cloth the 
left hand end and write the number the row,

Fold over about five inches the cloth the 
right hand end and lay two three handfuls 
moist bran, sawdust, sand. This retain the 
moisture which necessary for sprouting.

Set the pail several thicknesses wrapping 
paper newspaper and fold these over the bucket 
retain the heat. Set warm place. three 
twelve hours, unwrap the papers, take out the rolls, 
empty the water, replace the rolls, and wrap be- 
fore. 

After about two days, well unwrap the 
papers, fill the pail with warm water, and let stand five 
ten minutes until the rolls are thoroly soaked, then 
empty the water out, and again wrap the bucket 
paper. Keep the bucket where will not get too cold 
night. 

After seven eight days unroll the cloth care- 
fully not disarrange the kernels. The stein

Linen

this plant “Linen,” and tho native the Latin 
countries the Mediterranean basin, now seems 
thrive equally well all parts the world. We, there- 
fore, find flourishing northern Europe, amid the arid 
conditions southern California, and the moist 
regions the Mississippi basin. 
2—How Linen Cloth Made 
Flax sowed broadcast and grows height 
from two four feet. not cut like grain but 
pulled the roots.

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ing the straw thru iron combs. The bast inner-bark 
fibre separated from the stem process known 
steeping This consists moistening the 
straw until the soft, woody tissue partly decays that 
can removed from the bast which does not decay 
quickly. 

Belgium flax retted the river Lys, for its 
waters are free from lime salt, and are peculiarly suited 
retting flax. fact, much the flax raised thruout 
Europe the Lys retted. (Have the

retting flax the bundles straw are packed 
crates and immersed water for from five fifteen 
days. They are then dried and subjected second 
and sometimes third immersion. When sufficiently 
retted, the straw passed between rollers that loosen 
irom the bast the partly decayed woody tissue. The 
woody tissue then separated from the bast pro- 
cess called “scutching.” This fibre, which averages 
about foot length, lastly combed “hetcheled.” 
then spun and ready woven into linen cloth. 
The shorter fibre known “tow,” and made into 
high-grade writing paper. (Show the class sample. 
Have the pupils make list the most common uses 
linen. Let the pupils test linen thread see how 
strong is. With samples each before the class 
point the difference between cotton and linen cloth: 
between linen and woolen cloth. Suggest that the pupils 
learn the local merchants the average cost cotton 
cloth, linen cloth.

3—Flax Seed 

Flax seed quite important flax fibre; fact 
several places, Russia, India, Argentina, and the 
United States, flax cultivated for the seed rather than 
for the fibre. may well ask why one cannot cul- 
tivate for both the same time. This impossible, 
the plants that are left until the seeds are ripe yield 
fibre very poor quality. other words, get 
good quality fibre, the plants must pulled before 
the seeds are ripe. From flax seed extract oil 
that commercially known linseed oil. used 
for mixing paints and making varnishes. Unlike 
cotton seed oil, rarely used edible oil; fact, 
eaten only the very poor people Russia and 
becomes thick, the basis printer’s ink; when mixed 
with ground cork and gum forms linoleum. 

HEMP 

Hemp fibre similar flax but coarser and 
stronger. This fibre produced the hemp plant, 
which annual that belongs the nettle family; 
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fact, the common nettle was extensively used for its 
fibre Continental Europe before the expansion the 
cotton industry. The hemp plant vaties height great- 
ly; sometimes only three feet tall, then again 
may attain height twenty feet. Its average height 
about equal that corn. The stalks are about one- 
half inch diameter, hollow, and the fibre consists 
the long cells the inner bark, which, when cleaned, 
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form tough strands that are nearly long the plant 
itself. 
The Cultivation Hemp

After the hemp cut lies unbound bundles the 
ground for about week dry. When. sufficiently 
dried, first bound small bundles with cheap bind- 
ing twine, then set shocks stacked. From the 
shocks stacks, taken retted, which process 
similar that employed the retting flax that 
need not repeated. When ready for market the 
rough hemp fibre tied into bales, each bale weighing 
about 150 pounds. This raw hemp brings average 
about $7.50 bale. 

Where Hemp Grown 

The hemp plant native the warmer part 
Asia. Like flax can, however, adapt itself diversi- 
ties climate. (Note the geographic position eacn 
the following countries that lead the production 
hemp and you will observe that they differ widely 
climatic conditions: Russia, Turkey, India, Holland, 
Germany, Italy and the United States.) 

The “Riga hemp” Russia regarded the best, 
combines fineness with strength. 

Italy produces with great care high grade hemp that 
known “garden hemp.” The fibre the garden 
hemp long, soft, strong, and may subdivided 
that nearly fine flax. From this hemp 
made excellent quality sheeting, shirtings, towel- 
ings, and tablecloths. 

India hemp very extensively grown, not much 
for the sake the fibre, for the various stimulants 
derived from the plant. The resinous juices are ex- 
tracted from the leaves and tender parts the plant, 


and taken the form pellets, mixed with 
and eaten confectionery. This stimulant, which 
known hashish, does not differ greatly from opium 
its effects upon those who take it. 

1859 the United States reached its highest point 
hemp production, namely, 150,000,000 pounds. 
then there has been gradual decline until present 
produce only about 10,000,000 pounds. The causes 
for this decline are (1) the increased use cotton for 
twines and yarns, and (2) the large importations 
and Manila hemp. More than three-fourths all the 
hemp produced the Unitéd States the 
blue grass region Kentucky. Lexington, 
our principal hemp market. 

Uses Hemp 

Formerly hemp was used extensively making twines 
all kinds, but recent years cotton twines have 
largely replaced the hemp. present hemp used 
chiefly for yacht cordage, ropes, fishing lines, linen crash, 
and for warp the general manufacture rugs and 
carpets. When woven into fabric takes the name 
canvas, from the Latin name that plant. Canvas 
used most extensively making sails and tents. Hemp 
refuse used for calking ships. Ordinarily “bird-seed” 
most hemp seed. 

SISAL HEMP 

Sisal hemp obtained from the long, fleshy, sword- 
shaped leaves plant that not unlike the “Sentury

The executive branch consists 
officers from the constable the governor the 
state, from the marshal the president the United 
States. The judiciary consists series courts, from 
the Justice the Peace the State Supreme Court, and 
the Supreme Court the United States. examples 
can shown how cases are tried lower courts and how 
they are appealed the higher courts, finally the Su- 
preme Court the land, from which there appeal. 
Teach the leading duties Congress, the President, the 
Courts, the main facts only.
